AMUSING IBEAS OF THE VIRGIHIA DAII- 


XBYS.—A correspondent of the New York 
World who gives an account of the unfor- 
tunates affair, near Little Bethel, giv.es an 
amusing account ofthe manner ia which the 
runaway negroes in Hampton village re- 
garded the Condition of things. He savs : 


There the houses were liberally thronged 


with negroes, who looked on in terrified as- 
tonishment at tie numbers of armed men 
tramping the street. Black forms of every 
sex, color and size, and dark faces, of every 
hue might be seen at the windows and doors 
and on the street corners. As we passed, 
the poor fellows raised their hata in pro- 
found respect, and the females bowed .ob- 
sequiously. I paused at the only open store 
in the place, to procure stationery for notes 
of the expedition. I seated myself to write 
and, in a few moments, the room was' liter- 
ally crowded with negroes—the most of 
them stalwart, able-bodied men, who stared 
at,me most unmercifully, though if I raised 
my eyea they were looking in quite another 
direction—the sly blackamoors. 


I could hear such whispers as, No, he'm 


no secsssioner! He'm Union sojer 1 and 
many guesses or rather reckons an to the 
effect my writing might have upon them. 
Finally, I inquired how far it might be to. 
Back Eiver. In an instant every hat was

The throng were stillindulging in specu- 


lations as to my employment, etc., when 
one of them approached me very fraternal- 
ly, holding down before him his hat with 
both hands :

The Vlrglaln Flam ot the Campaign. 


The New Orleans True Delta has an in- 


.eresting letter from its special correspond- 
ent at Richmond; Though reaching us in 
such a round-about way, it is nearly as late 
as anything from newspaper sources which 
we have direetVfrom Virginia. It is cer- 
;ainly as important, and reads as though if 
were reliable: 


I am persuaded that within the six weeks 


past the strategy of the confederate gov- 
jrnment has undergone a change—or at 
least that it has caused to take on the ap- 
pearance of change. 
';• 


All eyes are at present turned towards 


Manassas Junction. The enemy has mass- 
ed some twenty or twenty-five thousand 
troops at and about Alexandria, and their 
numbers at last accounts were increasing 
by constant arrivals by land and river. It 
is apprehended that they mean to attack 
us af Manassas Junction, where we had 
yesterday about 10,000 men, increased per- 
haps to 15,000, under Gen. Bonharn, which 
were being rapidly reinforced .from this 
city. 
Civil and military men here differ, 


however, as to the designs of the enemy in 
that direction. Some regard the demon- 
stration at Alexandria n's a feint to make 
important movements elsewhere, perhaps 
upon Norfolk, or Yorktown, or Acquia 
Creek, or Harper's Ferry, or sorae other 
point. 


But Gen. Lee, who isbyno means a man 


to jump hastily at a conclusion, appears to 
put a literal construction upon it. He pro- 
ceeded in person to Manassas Junction to- 
day, pretty fully convinced that " by the 
act" of Lincoln's troops—as'our congress 
word their declarations—it was soon to be 
the scene of a sharp and bloody contest. 
But there is no telling. Before this reach- 
es you, the telegram may tell you that the 
enemy continues to pursue a policy of grad- 
ual nud almost imperceptible invasion, ac- 
companied by a succession of small losses 
and irritation inflicted upon the confederate 
army, until, to save its prestige at home 
and abroad, and to save itself from ntter 
disaster, it will be compelled, somehow and 
somewhere, to force a trial of conclusion in 
a great and decisive pitched battle 


The massing of southern troops at vari- 


ous important positions still goes on vigor- 
ously. Richmond is the general rendez- 
vous for incoming volunteers, whence, as 
soon as inspected and properly outfitted for 
active drily, they are distributed where they 
seem most needed. According to a rough 
estimate, I think there are, at this moment 
in active service in Virginia, about fifty 
thousand confederate troops, namely, about 
eight thousand at or near Manasaas Junc- 
tion, about five thousand at Frederick and 
Acquia Creek, about twelve thousand at 
Norfolk and its neighborhood, about five 
thousand at Yorktown and Williamsbnrg, 
about fourteen thousand at Harper's Ferry. 
Of this aggregate, nearly all, exclusive o' 
tie force at Harper's Ferry, are so posted 
that they could be concentrated by railroad 
at any point between Norfolk and Alexan- 
dria within twenty-four hours. About forty 
thousand, I should think, might ba fluag 
almost at once upon the enemy, wherever 
he might plant himself along the line.- 
But to mass this'number at a given point 
might leave too scant a force along the sea 
hoard and bays constantly menaced by the 
enemy's ships-of-war .and transports for 
landing troops. 
You see then, where is the 


difficulty. 
With hia ships on one side anc 


his numbers on Ihe other, the enemy aims 
to outflank us both, and make it hazardous 
to attempt a combined movement upon its 
center. 
I see nothing for . it but to swel 


our numbers as rapidly as possible, am

tenant in the second regiment of artillery. 
In 1853 he was detailed as acting professor 
of ethics at the academy.

cy, which position he held at the time of 
his death. He was a brave, gallant and 
chivalrous officer, and his loss will be 
mourned by a host of warm friends. His 
father is proprietor of extensive1 marble 
: -works in Philadelphia, a;id his wife and 


two chsldren are now living with his father. 
He married a daughter of Rev. Mr. French, 
chaplain at West Point. 
- Mrs, Groble remained at the fortress with 
her inuband until the calamity of approach- 
ing hostilities necessitated the order for the 
removal of the women and children.

ARRIVAL AT JANESVILLE. 


The second regiment of Wisconsin vol- 


unteers left Madison to-day at 11:45 A. M., 
and arrived hero at one o'clock, P. M. 


There were over 1100 men, occupying 21 


cars. When they arrived at tho depot in 
this city there was a large crowd of people, 
estimated at 3,000 or 4,000, who received 
the volunteers with hearty and reiterated 
cheers, to which the soldiers as enthusiasti- 
cally responded. 


As the cars stopped the different compa- 


nies marched to tables near by. which had 
been spread by onr citizens with ample pro- 
visions for the whole regiment. As the 
time of stay in our city was .limited there 
was little ceremony used upon the occasion. 
After the men had partaken of the colla- 
tion, they immediately repaired to the cars, 
preparatory for departure. 
Col. 
Coon 


thanked the people of this city for their 
generous hospitality and patriotic devotion 
to the. cause of their country; to which 
Judge Armstrong made,a short but appro 
priate reply.

While tho troops were occupy ing the cars 


and the trains, wera preparing to depart, 
there was. much cheering-on the part of the 
people, waving of handkerchiefs by-the 
ladies, and • shaking of hands between 
friends about to part, perhaps, forever. 


As Capt. Ely's company belonged in this 


city, there were crowds about them bidding 
them farewell. It .was in. some respects,a 
sad s'cene, the separation of near and dear 
relatives, with the certainty almost that 
with some it will be 'final. 
The boys, how- 


ever, appeared in good spirits, and anxious 
for active service. :

The regiment is a fine body .of 


strong and'healthy, tind'able to bear their 
part bravely in- the rough duties of war, 
We have no doubt :they-will do so, and that 
in active service we shall hear, a .good ac 
count of them. They appeared to ho .well 
provided with every necessary to make 
them comfortable. 
Their arms will be fur- 


nished them at their point of destination, 
which is probably Washington, although 
nothing is known certainly:about it.' 


The regiraeuL remained here about one 


hour and departed at 2 o'clock for Chica- 
go, amid the cheers and hearty good wish 
es of thousands of Jancsville and Roc^ 
county .people. If there had been a day's 
notice that the regiment would certainly ar 
rive here at a specified time, we have not a 
doubt that tea thousand of the hardy sons 
daughters of Rock.'county would have 
greeted them.
